FAMINE REIGNS. 

— 

Hundreds of Thousands Crowd 
. Relief Works for Food. 

CONDITIONS IN CENTRAL PROVINCES. 


: Tkf> Government Furnishes Emplejruisnt 
<; tor Thrones Who Earn Just Suffi¬ 
cient to Buy Provisions. 

. . 

London.—Dealing with the famine 
Tn the central provinces of India, 
Srhich have an area equal to that of 
Austria and a population of nearly 11 ,- 
000,000 and which were formerly most 
prosperous, the Daily Chronicle’s cor¬ 
respondent at Bilaspur, writes: 

“The demand for Government assist- 
is unparalleled. In ono district 
per cent are dependent on tho Siekar 
their daily bread ; in two others tho 
Centura "'ia over 80. In the whole 
a there are 1,500,900 people with no 
other sources of susbistenco than Gov¬ 
ernment charity. 

“In the Eastern division, where the 
crop failure was the most complete, 
wa have had the best opportunity of 
seeing the gigantic organization evolved 
for grappling with tho famine. Tho 
abomination of desolation is here. Not 
a toiler is seen in the fields. When 
the last rain failed and the rude poas- 
an|ry saw the young rice shoots blasted 
by the fierce August sun, they were 
le^ without resources, and tho few 
silver ornaments, which every Indian 
family possesses went at last. Then 
thpy crowded the relief works by hun¬ 
dreds of thousands. 

1‘Three miles out from Bilaspur, 
1500 persons are busy adding to tho 
lortg lino of tanks constructed by 
famine labor. Further on stone break¬ 
ing is in progress, and peasants who 
have never before handled any imple¬ 
ment save those of husbandry wrestle 
manfully with crowbar and boring 
tool. When tho rock is broken women 
land youngsters busily ply little lmin- 
| mers. An able-bodied man earns 3 
| cents, women 2^ cents and children 
| 2 wnts. To European cars this wage 
sounds preposterously low. If tho 
I price of grain increases tho wage is 
J increased and vice versa, so that a full 
day's toil secures to every worker a 
sufficiency of food. 

JNo work no pay. The old and 
feeble are drafted into the weakly 
gangs. They would be infinitely better 
in tho camp kitchen, which is always 
open to them. But Indian peasant 
women dread the “Kaugal khana” 
with tho same unreasoning aversion 
that tho English poor iiavo for tho 
workhouse. They love to handle 
money and even these wrecks of human¬ 
ity lay by a few pies (a pie is tho 
equivalent of a quartcr-cent United 
States currency) of their miserable 
pittance and starvo their shrunken 
bodies in order to get a morBel of 
opium or tobacco. 

“Tho typo of relief work described 
at Bilaspur is found by tho hundreds 
in tho central provinces, and the aid 
given to the able-bodied people soems 
sufficient and tho kitchens and hospi¬ 
tals arc woll managed. But tho penny 
wage for a weakly gang is insufficient, 
j I am nsHiired, however, that it will bo 
I raised.” 


ANTI-CHRISTIAN OUTBREAK. Unted States trade with Great Britian. 


Massaer. of TSMtlve Christians In Chlua 
—Many Were Burned Alive. 

London.— The Peking correspondent 
of the Times says: The anti-foreigu 
movement headed by the Boxers has 
attained alarming proportions. There 
has been a serious anti-Christian out¬ 
break near Pao-Ting-Fu, province of 
Pechili, seventy-three native Chris¬ 
tians being murdered, including women 
and children. Many were burned 
alive. Tho Catholic missionaries re¬ 
port that the persecution is the most 
serious known for years. The danger 
is increased by the apathy or conniv¬ 
ance of the Government. 

A dispatch to the Times from Peking 
says: M. Pavloff, Russian Minister to 
Corea,has informed the Corean Govern¬ 
ment that Masampo will bo the winter 
headquarters of tho Russian proceed¬ 
ings prior to the occupation of Port 
Arthur. On March 30th two agree¬ 
ments w’ere signed between M. Pavloff 
and the Corean Government. By tho 
former Corea granted a site for coal 
depots and a naval hospital. By the 
latter Russia renounced her purpose to 
acquire land on the mainland opposite 
Masampo harbor. 

Not Wine But Oil. 

London.—Regarding General Buller 
and his supplies aa interesting story 
is current. Buller, it appears, tele¬ 
graphed from Natal to some wine mer¬ 
chants to send out fifty cases of cham¬ 
pagne, marked “castor oil.” About 
the time the wine was due Buller wired 
to the officer in charge of the base noti¬ 
fying him that he expected fifty cases 
of castor oil, which he wished dis¬ 
patched without delay. The officer at 
the base replied, regretting the cases 
had not arrived, but saying he had 
procured all the available castor oil— 
twenty cases—which he had forwarded 
in the hope it would suffice for the 
present. General Buller’i remarks 
are not recorded.

GERMANY AND AMERICAN MEAT 

General Debate Cloned on Meanure Now 
Pending In Itelchntag. 

Berlin.—During the debate on tho 
meat inspection in the Reichstag, u few 
(lays ago, Baron Von Wagenheim, 
chairman of tho Farmers’ Alliance, 
said no reliance could be placed on the 
control exercised over meat abroad. 

The Secretary of State for the Inte¬ 
rior, Count von l’osadowski-Wehner, 
pointed out that tho principal factor to 
be considered was the meat eating of the 
German nation. It was not true to say 
that foreign countries kept their good 
meat for themselves and sent their bad 
meat to Germany. Herr Aichbuehler’s 
amendment, Count von Posadowski- 
Wehnor further remarked, constituted 
the utmost limit of concession accept¬ 
able to the Government. The general 
debate was then dosed. 

Aichbuehler’s amendment,in addition 
to prohibiting the importation of 
canned or sausago meat, provides that 
until December 31, 1903, the importa¬ 
tion of fresh meat shall onlylbe allowed 
in whole or in certain cases, in half 
carcasses, and that the importation of 
prepared meats shall only lie permitted 
when it is proved to be innocuous, 
which is regarded as being impossible 
of proof in the case of consignments of 
salt meats under four kilograms. 
Finally, it is provided that after 1903 
the importation of meat shall either be 
regulated by fresh legislation or the 
above mentioned provisions will re¬ 
main in force. 

Speaking later, Count Posadowski- 
Wehner declared that no social nego¬ 
tiations whatever had occurred between 
the German and American Governments 
regarding the bill. 

To Investiaoto Yellow Foyer. 

Liverpool .—The managing commit¬ 
tee of the Liverpool School of Tropical 
Diseases will shortly dispatch an ex¬ 
pedition to the Amazon to investigate 
the yellow fever. The expedition will 
proceed by the way of Baltimore, and 
will confer with experts at Johns Hop- 
kina University. 


BANASTAR TO RACE IN PARIS. 

Clarence Mnckaj Anxious to Win the 
Autenll Handicap. 

New York. — Clarence Mackay is 
going to take his horse Bannstar abroad 
for a foreign turf campaign. He has 
his eye on the Auteuil hurdle race of 
1901, an event which all F'rance looks 
forward to with great expectation. It 
leaked out at Westchester that Mackay 
had this object in view when he com¬ 
missioned Craig W. Wadsworth to buy 
tho Brooklyn handicap winner. 

Tho Auteuil hurdle race is one of the 
events of the French season. It is 
worth in the neighborhood of $20,000 
to tho winner from a cold cash basis, 
but tho honor of owning the horse that 
can capture the event is more dearly 
prized by Frenchmen. Mackay spends a 
great deal of his time in Paris, and has 
had his heart set on winning the great 
race for some time. 

" Ren Hur” s Gold Mine. 

New York.—"Ben Hur” has proved 
a literary gold mine for General Lew 
Wallace, and the pay streak promises 
to last for many years. He lias jnst 
received $30,000 from the theatrical 
firm of Klaw A Erlangeras the royalty 
earned during tho six months that the 
popular book’s dramatization has been 
running on Broadway. The play con¬ 
tinues to he a great drawing card, and 
the excessive heat of summer is the 
only thing that will end its season 
hero. It is the intention to presont 
the play in other American cities, and 
it is predicted that by the end of 
another year Geheral Wallace’s royalty 
will have amounted to another $30,- 
000 . 

Experiment n Succour. 

Victoria, B. C.—Advices were re¬ 
ceived by the Kiimhu that tho Japanese 
naval authorities had been experi¬ 
menting with wireless telegraphy dur¬ 
ing the recent naval maneuvers. # Cap¬ 
tain Tonami, who is regarded ns tno in¬ 
troducer of the system into the Japan¬ 
ese navy, fitted up apparatus on the 
deck of the dispatch-boat Miyako and 
conducted communications with other 
vessels daily. It is stated that the 
experiments wore a great success, and 
that certain vessels in the harbor of 
Kola! have been exchanging communi¬ 
cation with the war ships assembled on 
the Ky Awaji channel or in the vicinity 
of Kuroy bay, Kyetsliu. 

Poultry Noted, 

F'owls suffer from irregular feeding. 

Every breed has its particular virtues 
to recommend it. 

At first the chicks of all breeds make 
the same growth. 

Do not permit crowding on the roosts. 

Exercise is an important thing in 
maintaining thrift. 

Under feeding is expensive, over¬ 
feeding is unprofitable. 

A liberal use of raw ground bono 
will correct any tendency to soft- 
shelled eggs. 

Clean up all of tho piles of rubbish 
on any place that will harbor rats. 

Potatoes thickened with bran and 
meal with milk added is good for fat¬ 
tening fowls. 

If breeding to sell for breeding send 
all that are defective to market. 

One way of making poultry most 
profitable is in always having some¬ 
thing to sell. 

Tho feed of the fowls should he in¬ 
creased now, as they cannot pick up as 
much waste as during the summer. 

Plan in good season to hatch as 
many chickens as possible as early as 
possible; there is money in early 
chickens. 

In poultry keeping ns in lnnny other 
lines of farming it is a good plan to 
profit more or less by tho experience of 
others. 

Ten days after tho lions are cooped 
up with a cockerel the eggs will hatch 
true to the mating. 

Wo say first of all things raise chick¬ 
ens for tho home use and produce eggs 
for the same purpose. These things 
cost tho farmer no more than beef or 
pork, and are far more palatable. 

The purity of ono bird is not injured 
for breeding purposes by being bred 
to another of a different breed. 

Tako a male away from a hen and 
the eggs will hatch that are laid during 
the next ten days, which is as long as 
the life germs imparted by the male 
retain their existence. 

Feed plenty of green food and keep 
shell boxes full. Green cut bone or 
lean meat, fed three times a week, will 
stimulate your layers. 

Poultry on the Farm. 

Poultry becomes an important branch 
of industry on farms in F'rance com¬ 
pared with this country. As many as 
500 fowls are kept on an acre of land, 
but careful attention is given and the 
profit is large. In this country the 
poultry department seems to be beyond 
the notice of the farmer, the hens 
being turned over to the female mem¬ 
bers of the family, but in F’rance it is 
the most important of" all. Poultry as 
a business demands too much labor, 
especially in winter, to expect women 
to care for the fowls, and if the farmers 
will give more consideration to poultry 
themselves they will find larger profits 
in that direction than from any other 
source in proportion to capital in¬ 
vested. 


Feeding Corn to Poultry. 

Here are twenty-seven New York 
State hens and pullets which in De¬ 
cember laid twenty-six eggs. Not over 
five minutes a day on an average is the 
time given them, and whose corn is a 
too prominent item in the list of foods. 
The owner asks if he is feeding about 
right for quantity—three to four quarts 
of mash in the morning, cabbage gen¬ 
erally at noon and two quarts of 
grain at night. He is feed¬ 
ing too light,' and not giving grain 
enough early in the day. If his mash 
is as bulky as it ought to be his hens 
could stand a quart of good wheat 
screenings or oracked corn in litter to 
scratch for after the mash. Whole 
corn should be fed moderately, only a 
few handfuls as they go to roost, to 
those which have failed to find their 
share of grain in the scratching litter. 
These hens are not getting too much 
corn. They could stand more of it, but 
it should be given in such form that 
they must busy themselves to get most 
of it.—Farm Poultry. 

Good advice and excellent sugges¬ 
tions may ho given, bot ft'ls only when 
the time arrives for performing certain 
essential duties that one understands 
what is required. Corn is one of the 
best of foods for winter, yet there are 
periods during tho winter season when 
the days are quite warm and the needs 
of tho fowls ore fewer. To feed the 
same quantity of corn irrespective of 
changes of tho weather may increase 
the cost of food and lend to disease in 
the flock. An excellent plan is to 
lessen the corn as tho occasion requires 
and increase the proportion of cut 
clover, adding to the ration of corn 
when severe cold prevails. No rule can 
ho given to follow, as each individual 
must understand the needs of his flock 
and should 'have on hand a variety of 
food, the feeding of which to poultry 
should he regulated according to exist¬ 
ing conditions. By careful observa¬ 
tions one will soon hare no difficulty in 
feeding in the proper manner.—Poul¬ 
try Keeper.

Ants on Fruit Trees. 

There Is more or less complaint in 
fruit sections about the ravages of ants 
ou cherry trees. The grower who 
thinks that ants nre making trouble for 
him does not observe very closely, or 
lie would notice that tlie ants nre not 
only harmless, but do much good. Th« 
real enemy Is the minute aphis, which 
frequently attacks tlie young growth 
on cherry trees, sucking tlie sap 
through the easily pierced bark. Aa 
these insects are about tlie same color 
as the bark, they are readily overlook¬ 
ed, while the ant which follows nud 
eats tlie exuding sap are noticed. To 
rid the tree of the real pest, tlie aphis, 
spray with bordeaux mixture or kero¬ 
sene emulsion. The aphis feed ou tlie 
tender growth early In the season, of 
ten before the tree puts out many 
leaves, so that they must be closely 
watched, or they will will do consider 
able harm.

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THE CAPITOL AS IT WOULD LOOK AFTER PROPOSED ALTERATIONS HAVE BEEN MADE.

cr» HUNDRED years Is a long time 
In the United States for a city 
to be able to record Its existence, 
and when that city Is the capital of the 
uatlon there will be scnnt limit to the 
Imposing ceremonial which will In¬ 
augurate Its centenulal celebration In 
December next—the celebration which 
will commemorate the removal of the 
6eat of government from the old cnp- 
Ital of the early republic In Philadel¬ 
phia to the newer site of the perma¬ 
nent government In Washington. Gov¬ 
ernors from every State and Territory 
will participate in the rejoicings. Men 
who are the bulwark of the nation will 
lend the luster of their presence and 
the fame of their names to the birth¬ 
day celebration of the city of the gov¬ 
ernment. From every section of the 
country wilt ccmo to Washington men

who rejolice In Its beauty and progress 
and whose hearts and hopes and Joys 
and fears ure bound closely together 
In single unanimity of purpose, reso¬ 
lute belief In the certainty of the course 
Bailed by the ship of state, the ship 
limned Union, “strong and great.” 

The story of the city of Washington 
from Its conception In the mind of the 
republic’s first President down through 
the change and progress of 1(X) years, 
is a fascinating record of the great 
men and great deeds of the country at 
large. Washington began corporate 
and national existence at the date of 
the establishment of the government 
In the unfinished wings of the primitive 
capitol building, but long before the 
dawn of the new century the town had 
existence In the brains of its projec¬ 
tors. It had been preparing for some 
years for the advent of the lawmakers 
and the arrival of the eagerly wel¬ 
comed packet which finally sailed into 
harbor on the Potomac after Its event¬ 
ful voyage from Philadelphia. It had 
even begun to count its historic asso¬ 
ciations by the Illustrious presence of 
the man, who gave It his name, for, 
although Washington died nt Mount 
jVernoa barely a year before the of¬ 
ficial occupation of the city he had 
traveled to the shores of the Potomac 
to lay the corner stone of its capitol 
when first president of the new repub¬ 
lic which had Its temporary residence 
in Philadelphia. 

From the date of the passage of the 
bill which selected the site of the Po¬ 
tomac as the permanent seat of the.na¬ 
tional government to the day of his 
flenth In the seclusion of Mount Ver¬ 
non the new city became one of the ab¬ 
sorbing Interests of Washington's life. 
It was he who selected the site It now 
occupies. Long before the question of 
location was settled the father of the 
nation had fixed the boundaries In the 
calmness of his immovable Judgment. 
He was familiar with the environment 
from boyhood. It was close to his home 
and to the dearest associations of his 
life and he was determined that the 
city should arise on the triangular plain 
formed by the courses of the Potomac 
and the Eastern Branch ajid their Junc¬ 
tion and stretching backward to the 
sheltering cover of the hills of Mary¬ 
land and Virginia. 

j Washington was the prime mover In 
tlte selection of the new site, but he 
had the advice and approval of Madi¬ 
son and Jefferson. A meeting of the 
ihree eminent statesmen was held at 
Mount Vernon in September, 1790, and 
at Its close the two associates rode off 
Into Maryland on their Jaunty horses to 

K t the advice of a man prominent In 
e nation as a signer of the declara¬ 
tion, Charles Carroll of Carrollton, a 
man who owned considerable property 
In the neighborhood of Georgetown, 
And for that reason, as Jefferson wrote 
to Washington, he came into the plan 
“with a shyness not usual In him.” 
But the venerable Marylander ap¬ 
proved, nevertheless, and the site of the 
future city was secured. 

The district laid out for the establish¬ 


ment of the national capital was orig¬ 
inally ten miles square, five on each 
side of the river, nnd contained 100 
square miles. Now that the laud was 
secured to the government Washing¬ 
ton’s next thought was the appoint¬ 
ment of a competent engineer nnd with 
his broad, intelligent knowledge of 
men and situations lie quickly discov¬ 
ered the official for the position In MaJ. 
Pierre Charles L’Enfant. L'Eufaut 
was a native of France who hnd served 
with the patriot army during the revo¬ 
lution and, having been educated In the 
highest military schools of his country, 
he was able to assist materially In the 
erection of forts nnd batteries. After 
the war he had remodeled the City Hall 
In New York for the occupancy of the 
first Congress and later he performed 
similar necessary services on the Fed¬ 
eral house In Philadelphia. To him 
Washington now turned for the plan¬ 
ning of the national capital and L’En¬ 
fant hailed the trust as the opportunity 
of his lifetime. 

While plans were fomenting In the 
brain of the French engineer the new 
capital was without a name. Accord¬ 
ingly at a meeting of the commission¬ 
ers, nt which Jefferson nnd Madison 
were present, the territory was formal¬ 
ly christened the District of Columbia, 
after the great navigator who had dis¬ 
covered the continent, while the town 
was hailed ns Washington, chief alnong 
cities as its owner was chief among 
men. 

Work on the Capitol. 

After the plans of the new city had 
been adopted the attention of its pro¬ 
jectors was next turned to the erec¬ 
tion of the building for which the 
town was organized nud bids were re¬ 
quested for plans of the Capitol. The 
requests were nnswered with numer¬ 
ous proposals, only two of which seem 
to have been seriously considered by 
President Washington—one by Dr. 
William Thornton and the other by 
Stephen L. llallett, the former an 
Englishman, the latter a Frenchman. 
Thornton’s plan wns at first considered, 
but while Imposing nnd benutiful it 
was not architecturally accurate, nnd 
the commissioners accepted the design 
of llallett. Work wns at once started 
on the now building of Congress nnd 
the corner stone wns laid by George 
Washington with Imposing ceremonies 
Sept. IS, 1793. 

Now that the Capitol wns under way 
aud the work pushing rapidly forward. 


duties of government They were soon 
quartered In the little cluster of brick 
offices built around the white house 
for the departments, nud when in No¬ 
vember the President and his wife ar¬ 
rived nnd the sixth Congress started 
Its proceedings In the single finished 
wing of the new Capitol the Govern¬ 
ment circle was complete. But the 
head of the new capital was the second, 
not the first, chief magistrate of the 
nntlon—Washington hnd died the De¬ 
cember previously—nnd It wns hls 
trusted compatriot, John Adams, who 
began the first official rule In the first 
permanent capital of the United 
States. 

The personal side of the city of Wash¬ 
ington hnd little to recommend It in 
those early years of official occupancy. 
President Adams had entered the capi¬ 
tal a defeated candidate for re-election, 
and hls short stny of four months was 
embittered by the thought of hls early 
leaving. Society, what there was of it, 
was formal and ceremonious, a marked 
difference from the lack of etiquette 
which ushered In the reign of Jeffer¬ 
sonian simplicity. Thomas Jefferson 
succeeded President Adams as host of 
the executive mansion, and the story 
of hls Inaugural—the first Inaugural 
which the new cnpltal had witnessed— 
is scantily prophetic of the pomp nnd 
beauty of the pageant of the present 
4th of March. 

During the eight yenrs of Thomas 
Jefferson’s Presidency the White House 
wns truly the house of the people. He 
wns a widower when he came to the 
office, so the duties of “receiving lady” 
had devolved upon the wife of Madi¬ 
son, then Secretary of State—the lovely 
Dolly of song nud story, who wns par 
excellence the “beauty” In the days 
when Madison was President. 

The city grew but slowly during 
Jefferson’s term of office. At its close 
It contained only 5,000 inhabitants, a 
result largely due to the coutlnued ngi- 
tatiou for the removal of Congress. The 
Inauguration of President Mndlson wns 
n scene of somewhat more ceremony 
than the lack of It displayed in 1800. 
Society began to flutter nbAut the capi¬ 
tal. Mrs. Madison started a return to 
the ceremonious regime of President 
Adams. She held levees nnd gave court 
dinners and balls, and assemblies were 
everywhere the rule of the hour. 

In the midst of the sounds of gn.vety 
the clash of arms soon Intermingled 
its alarum, nnd before the President 


war. The wings of the Capitol were 
rebuilt In 1817. The following year the 
central portion wns started nnd the 
original building was completed In 
1827. This early erection still forms 
the central division of the present Im¬ 
posing Capitol. The corner stone of the 
extensions wns laid in 1851, nnd the 
whole was flnlshrd In 1807, the dome 
being added nnd completed In 18(18. 

The modern city of Washington dates 
Its activity, Its life nnd Its beauty from 
the presidency of Gen. Grant. Up to 
1871 the capital wns dirty, unkempt 
nnd provincial, but from that time on 
Congress repented of its niggardly pro¬ 
vision for the care of the city nnd mon¬ 
ey wns provided for much-needed im¬ 
provements. The surfnee of the town 
wns leveled nnd drained, trees were 
planted In profusion nlong the avenues 
nud streets, parks were laid out nnd 
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the commissioners turned their atten¬ 
tion to the “President’s house,” and a 
design furnished by James Iloban, an 
Irish architect, who was acting as su¬ 
pervising architect of the Capitol, was 
goon fouud to be the most satisfactor¬ 
ily plan offered. Work was at once 
started on the President’s headquarters. 
Virginia sandstone was used both for 
its construction and the construction 
of the Capitol, and both buildings were 
practically In readiness for the advent 
of the government officials in 1800, al¬ 
though they were obliged to confine 
their deliberations to the north wing 
of the Capitol. 

With the close of the year 1800 the 
personal history of the city of Wash¬ 
ington begins. One beautiful Indian 
summer day in October of that year the 
little “packet sloop" sailed up to moor¬ 
ings In the Potomac bearing the official 
furniture and records of the Congress 
hitherto deliberating In the case of 
Philadelphia. The very next day In 
their hired coaches of state the eminent 
men of the nation arrived to begin the 


could realize its approach war with 
England had been declared, the strug¬ 
gle known to history as the “war of 
1812.” Two years later Wfyshlngton it¬ 
self suffered the shock of an Invasion. 
The city was In a state of almost In¬ 
credible unreadiness, and when the 
British general and his soldiers march¬ 
ed up the streets of the newly built 
town they met with little opposition 
worthy of anything like the name. One 
after another the public buildings‘fell 
victims to the fireman’s torch. The 
uncompleted Capitol fell first, the 
White House soon shared the same 
fate. 

The British occupancy of the capital 
lasted only a single day, but the dam¬ 
age effected was Incalculable. A 
wooden building was hastily erected 
for Congress,'which afterward became 
known to fame as the “Old Capitol 
Prison.” Madison rented tbe Octagon, 
a celebrated dwelling standing on New 
York avenue and Eighteenth street, in 
which be signed tbe treaty of peace 
with mn giand which terminated the

perity began. 

If recent plnns Contemplating addl- . 
tlons to the capitol are carried out thir¬ 
ty-nine rooms will be ndded to the ac¬ 
commodations for House nnd Senate. 
The chnngo Involved In the plans, how¬ 
ever, will be In the nature of a comple¬ 
tion rather than n mere alteration of 
the structure ns It now stands. Inas¬ 
much ns the capitol to-day, beautiful ns 
it Is, Is not a finished edifice from an [ 
architectural view point. It Is, ns n 
whole, one of the most superb buildings , 
In the world, but It Is not perfect, nnd j 
one of Its faults Is that the dome Is set | 
over close to one edge of It, instead of 
being placed In the middle to give a 
proper balance. It Is proposed to do 
away with this lack of symmetry by 
throwing out n great portico, with 
“aprons,” In the middle of the east 
front, to match and correspond with 
the porticos of tho two great wings. 
This arrangement, while satisfying the 
artistic requirement, would furnish n I 
lnrge amount of additional nnd much I 
ueedd space for committee rooms nnd ; 
similar purposes. According to the [ 
plans, It alone would provide thirty 
nine extra rooms. 

Just how grent the expense of tho 
suggested alterations will be enn hard¬ 
ly be estimated with accuracy, though 
It Is likely to run up to a couple of mil¬ 
lions of dollars, or even more. The 
capitol has cost a lot of money from 
start to finish, nnd every change made 
In Its architecture has Involved an ex¬ 
penditure much larger than was origin¬ 
ally contemplated. For example, when 
the two wings were ordered to be built 
the sum of $2,(175,000 was appropriated, 
nnd It wns supposed that this would be 
sufficient, but in the end the bill ran 
up to $8,000,000. For the construction 
of the new dome $100,000 wns provided, 
but It cost that much to remove the old 
one, and $1,150,000 in addition wns re¬ 
quired to complete tho Job. As It stands 
to-day, with the grounds surrounding 
It, the huge edifice represents a cash 
outlay of nearly $20,000,000—nil Invest¬ 
ment that would have startled Its orig¬ 
inal projectors. 

Probably Uncle Sam will be lucky If 
he gets off with a disbursement of $3,- 
000,000 for the new porticos and 
“aprons.” According to the statement 
of the architect the Items of expendi¬ 
ture to date are as follows:

The Hlatorr of Grip. 

The history of “grip,” or Influenza, 
can only be traced back, with any cer¬ 
tainty, for 300 years. Ferhaps its home 
is in Russia. It retains certain broad 
Characteristics which make It recog¬ 
nizable even under such odd names as 
the “gentle correction” and the “new 
delight.” A curious description - of it 
under the name of “eoqueluehe” Is 
found ln the diary of Pierre de L’Es- 
toile In the time of Henry III of 
France, as follows: 

“The eoqueluehe at Paris, year 1580. 
—From the 2d day to the 8th day of 
.Tune there fell sick at Paris 10,000 
persons of an illness having the form 
of a rheum or catarrh, which they call 
the ’eoqueluehe.’ This illness seizes 
you with a pain in the head, stomach 
and loins nnd a lassitude throughout 
the body, and it persecuted the whole 
kingdom of Franco while the year last¬ 
ed, so that once having come hardly 
anybody ln a town or village or house ] 
escaped. 

“The best remedy the doctors found 
was to make the sick abstain from 
wine. To some they ordered bleeding 
and rhubarb, for others cassia, and 
finally they found it best to keep the 
sick In bed and allow them little to eat 
and drink. They say at Paris that of 
this ‘eoqueluehe’ there were dead at 
Rome, in less than three months, more 
than 10,000 persons.”

All members 
of the board were present. 

A communication was read from the 
California Bridge and Construction 
Company, saying that they would build 
the bridge at Woodside according to 
plans and specifications if some re 
sponsible person would guarantee pay¬ 
ment for the work.

The application of Louis Braut for a 
liquor license to do business at Menlo 
Park was taken up. A lengthy protest 
signed by the women of that tow n was 
filed, asking that Mr. Braut be denied 
a license. James T. O’Keefe and John 
T. Doyle appeared for the protestants 
and George C. Ross for Mr. Braut. 

Joe Damon, who conducts a restau¬ 
rant at Menlo Park, testified that he 
had seen two women, accompanied by 
Judge Dwyer of Palo Alto and Bert 
Herrington, come out of a side entrance 
to Braut’s saloon at 1 o’clock one 
morning in March; that previously the 
party had been singing and making a 
boisterous noise. 

At this stage of the proceedings the 
attorneys for the protestants filed a 
copy q/ a judgment rendered against 
Braut at Palo Alto for keeping a gam¬ 
bling house and for which he was fined 
$40. Mr. Ross aslo filed with the 
board a lengthy petition signed by a 
number of residents of Menlo Park 
testifying to the good character of the 
applicant. 

Mrs. Frank McEvoy, Mrs. James 
Farrell and Mrs. Hudson saw two 
women at Braut’s resort on one occa¬ 
sion at a late hour, but did not know 
who the women were. 

M. L. Clark lives at the rear of 
Braut’s saloon. He said he saw- 
women go into the side entrance, and 
some evenings his rest was disturbed 
by riotous noises. He had seen no 
boys enter the saloon. 

Louis Braut was called on his own 
behalf and said that the women seen 
in his back rooms by the previous wit¬ 
ness were his wife and a lnend; that 
on another occasion Judge Dwyer and 
Bert Herrington, accompanied by two 
lady friends, were served with refresh¬ 
ments at his place at a late hour. He 
explained that he was convicted of 
gambling at Palo Alto while playing 
chips when ignorant of the provisions 
of the town ordinance. 

Harry Lucas and Judge Dwyer ad¬ 
mitted having visited Braut’s place 
with lady friends and being served 
with refreshments. 

Major Norris, John MacBain and 
Joseph Larkin testified that so far as 
they knew the applicant was a fit and 
proper person to receive a license. 

There being no other evidence, Mr. 
Ross urged that there was nothing 
produced against Mr. Braut and he 
ought to be given a license. Mr. 
O’Keefe contended the liquor ordinance 
had been violated, and that for the 
sake of morality the application should 
be denied. 

After some discussion by the mem¬ 
bers of the board Mr.Braut was granted 
a permit to obtain a license on motion 
of Debenedetti seconded by Coleman.

The Union Oil Company of Santa 
Paula has again led the way in progres¬ 
sive oil. The bane of the oil industry 
iu Southern California is the question 
of taking tho oil to outside markets at a 
cost where the producer and tho con¬ 
sumer can both be satisfied. In order 
to overcome this difficulty, the Union 
company has built a barge to convey 
the oil from San Pedro harbor to San 
Francisco. Tho barge, which carries 
7,500 barrels, is now being loaded from 
the 30,000-barrel tank belonging to 
the company at San Pedro and will be 
toned by steamer or tug to its destina¬ 
tion. If the scheme proves a success 
it will boa great,opening in the way of 
cheap transportation. Tho company’s 
pipe lino now runs from tho Fullerton 
field to San Pedro. — Santa Paula 
Chronicle. 

The output of oil in California has 
increased from 1,245,123 barrels in 
1895 to 2,292,123 barrels in 1899. The 
prospect is that the output for the 
present year will be much larger than 
that of 1899. California now ranks 
fourth among the States in the union 
iu petroleum production.

Nanttcal Prototype of the Man with 
tbe Pack. 

1 ho man with a pack on bis back, 
trudging from village to village and

lte object In view. Sailing from tbe 
former city, the course is generally

(cotton fnbrics, trinkets, arms, ainmu- 
.n.tlon, liquors, and all spare room 
.filled up with coal.

goods, such as munitions of war to in¬
